The 
opinion denies the right of any 
magistrate of any municipality

_ In reviewing the case, and before dis- 
charging tMe petitioner, Judge Speer re- 
| marked: 

“The material averments of the peti- 
_tion are that the petitioner was arraign- 
‘ed in the recorder’s court, without any 
‘indictment, accusation or written charge 
|of any kind having been preferred against 
him and without any form or semblance 
of a judicial trial, he was sentenced 
pay a fine which he was wholly unable 
to pay, and then to serve a term of two 
‘hundred and ten days on the county 
‘chaingang gf Bibb county. The petition 
‘further avers that the trial, sentence 
and commitment were illegal and void, 
‘and that he was thereby deprived of his 
‘liberty and subjected to infamous pune 
‘ishment without due process of ‘law. 
‘Copies of what purport to be the judg- 
_ment of conviction are annexed to the 
‘petition. It is observable that here ts no 
finding of guilt or innocence by the re- 
corder, no finding of fact. It is a sen- 
tence and notnNing more.”’ 


The Recorder’s Authority. 


The opinion reviews the demurrer of 
Superintendent E. A. Wimbish. of the 
Bibb county chaingang, to whom Jamison 
| was committed from the recorder's court, 
‘In which it was stated that the prisoner 
had been convicted by a duly organized 
court of law, and that the United States 
}court had no jurisdiction in tke matter. 

The court referred to the infamous 
punishment inflicted upon minor muni- 
cipal offenders, who were promptly con- 
'victed and sentenced to serve in the 
‘chaingang side by side with hardeneg 
criminals without being permitted rignts 
under the law accorded to felons. 
| “The principal authority for this vigor. 
ous scheme of municipal penology ts sec- 
‘tion 49 of the charter of Macon, Georgia 
Laws, 1893, p. 257. This provides that 
the recorder of said city ‘shall have 
‘power to impose fines for tbe violation 
of any law or ordinance of the city of 
_Macon passed in accordance with its 
charter to an amount not to exceed $5U0 
to imprison offenders in the city bar- 
racks for the space of not more than 
sixty days, or at hard tabor on the public 
works, or to the chaingang for not more 
than six months.’ 

“Neither the charter of Macon nor other 
enactment by the stats makes any pro- 
vision for a trial by jury in this court 
It is, of course; clear, and from settled 
authority that municipal laws made un- 
der a charter from the state, must phe 
regarded as the acts of the sthte. agd 
further than an officer like the recorder 
appointed under such charter, must be 
regarded as an officer of the state. 

“An act of the geenra] assembiv of 
|Georgia attempting to bestow the power 
(on the recorder of Macon is the only 
|statute to which my attention has been 
.called by which those convicted of minor 
|offenses can be sentenced by police courts 
ito confinement and hard labor on the 
chaingang. By the charter of Atlanta. 
,the police court may inflict a fine of 
| $500 or thirty days’ imprisonment. or 
| work on the public works. In Augusta 
'the maximum fine is $300, and the max. 
‘imum imprisonment or labor on the pub- 
lic works ninety days. In Rome. Athens 
}anc Columbus, labor on the publie works 
is the term used tn designating the pun- 
ishment. While it may be true as in- 
‘sisted In the argument that the Macon

Vicious Corporate Aggressions. 

“The aggressions of municipal corporfa- 
tions upon the rights and Iberties of the 
citizen. declared by compefent observers 
to be at once the most vicious feature of 
our present social condftion, and the 
most alarming portent of our future, 
‘have thrust. a multitude of unconstitu- 
‘tional ordinances before the courts of 
‘the United States.

The telegram from General Kuropatkin 
as published in a special edition of th3 
Official Messenger, informed the St. Pe- 
tersburg people that General Kuroki's 
army had crossed the three passes of the 
Fen-Shui mountains, while portions of 
General Oku'’s army were moving nortnh-

The same telegram reported a cavalry 
engagement at Senu-Chen indicating that 
the Japanese retreat southWard was only 
a feint, as forecasted in these dispatches. 
General Oku has again assumed the offen- 
sive, and is supporting General Kurokt. 

The Russian resistence is centered in 
the region east of Ta Tche Kiao. The 
Japanese have failed to make an advance 
in this direction, which is regarded as 
denoting the presence of a large Russian 
foree at Ta-Tche-Kiao. The unanimous 
opinion of the general staff is that a 
pitched battle is now assured. It is 
doubtful whether KuropatKin will accept 
a fight south of Hai-Cheng. He is more 
likely to try conclusions along a line 
parallel with the railroad between Hia- 
Cheng and Liao-Yang. 

Probably several days will be required 
to Maneuver the large forces engaged 
into their new fighting positions.

How Bribes Were Offered and Re- 
ceived by Members of the House 
Boodle Was Placed 
by Them. 


St. Louis, June 28.—It was announced 

today that Charles A. Gutke, former 
member of the house of dejegates, con- 
victed on a charge of bribery, and soon 
to be tried on another similar charge, to- 
day made a complete confession to Circuit 
|Attorney Joseph W. Folk, in which he de- 
clared that Former Delegate Charles F. 
|Kelly had told him he had received $50,- 
000 for going to Europe when his pres- 
jence in St. LoOufs jeopardized men of 
nrominerce. Kelly is also resting under 
‘one conviction and is soon to be tried 
in another case. 

Cireult Attorney Folk attaches great im- 
‘portance to the revelations which fave 
been made by Gutke. He said that it 
opened up many new avenues of investiga- 
tion and that it brought things to light 
| which have not been theard of before, in- 
|volving the men higher up. When he 
lcame out of the office of the attorney, 
Gutke said: 

Wife Pleaded with Him. 

‘The best reparation that I can make 
‘for the wrongs that I have done is to 
‘confess fully to everything in order that 
ithe public may realize what has been go- 
iang on. Yielding to the pleadings of my 
'wife. I have determined to do all I can 
'to atone for my sins against the public, 
The people of St. Louis even now do not 
realize how they have been persistently 
plundered for years and years by the 
men they elected to make laws for their 
city.” 

He then published the following writ- 

ten extract of his confession. 
“T became a member of the house of 
delegates In 1897 and at once became a 
member of the combinatton of that body, 
which was an Organization composed of 
nineteen delegates for the purpose of sell- 
ing legislation. 

“The first bill that came up 4fter I 
bad become a member of the combination 
was ‘the Suburban Lopp Dill.’ The com- 
bination got $20,000 for their votes on 
this bill; on the ‘Ttinion Avenue’ bill we 
got $18,000; on the Central Traction 
bill we got $75,000; on the Third street 
line bill we got $15,000; on the lighting 
bill we got $47,500; on the suburban 
|bill we were to get $75,000, which is 
‘now in the safe deposit box in tne 
|'Lincoln Trust Company, being piaced 
‘there with the agreement that it should 
Ibe turned over to us when the bill had 
|been passed. 


Bribes of All Sizes. 


‘While these are some of the largest 
bribes secured during my term of office, 
‘there were innumerable others, ranging 
‘from $10,000 for switching bills to a few 
hundred dollars for some minor privil- 
eges. The biggest prices were fixed in 
meetings of the combination, the pro- 
cedure being for some Tmember to get up 
and move that a certain price he fixed 
ana certain bill. Other members would 
give their opinions and a vote would be 
taken and the price recefving the high- 
es; number of votes would be adopted. 

“Then we would select an agent of the 
combination by ballot to negotiate for 
and recelve the money. This agent would 
distribute the money among us. From 
my intimate knowledge of dealings with 
this combination, and from information 
secured on what had been going on for 
the last quarter of a century, I make 
| the positive statement that there is 
hardiy a corporation in the city of St. 
‘Iouis of $250,000 and over that has not 
édther held up for bribe or hought official] 
legislation. 

“I acted as the agent in a number of 
these deals. In the Suburban deal I went 
with Kratz to Stock’s house 
present when the agreement was made 
regarding the bribe of $60,000 for Kratz, 
which is now in a lock box in the Missis- 
‘sippi Valley Trust Company. I went with 
\Kratz and Carroll to the office of a prom- 
fnent broker in the lighting deal and the

be pald.’’ 

Other details were given by Gutke, and 
he mentioned the name of a prominent 
local politician whom, he said, had been 
at the head of nearly &ll the combines 
in the house of delegates during the past 
twenty-five years. 

He said the boodle in St. Louis, which 
is more powerful than the people dream 
of, has already planned to capture the 
circuit attorney’s office at the next elec- 
tion.

sity, and we see no reason why tie state's 
business affairs should not set the exam- 
ple in thoroughness and efficiency, in- 
Stead of following eld, obsolete and dis- 
carded methods. ‘ro bring about this de- 
sired and much needed reform in our 
business methods, your committee re- 
spectfully submit the recommendations 
that appear in this report. 

“It is necessary in collecting the va- 
rious and large sums of money now pass- 
ing through the different departments, 
that a perfect system of accounting 
should be adopted. 

“It is impossible under the existing con- 
ditions, outside’ or the executive, comp- 
troller general’s umMu treasurer’s offices, 
to make anything like an intelligent check 
of these officers. The comptroller gener- 
al’s office is the clearing house of the 
state. The law now is that he shal] audit 
all accounts of al] state house officers, 
but under the present methods anda exist- 
ing circumstances that is absolutely im- 
possible. 

State Auditor Recommended. 


“We therefore recommend tnat a law 
be enacted creating the office of state 
auditor of accounts, and that this officer 
shall be charged with general supervision 
o fthe financial affairs of the state; that 
the disbursement of al] funds shall be di- 
rectly under his control. 

“The policy of allowing appropriations 
to be withdrawn trom the treasury by the 
various institutions and departments of 
the state and deposited in banks selected 
>by their officers, is dangerous in the ex- 
treme.”’ 

In this connection the committee calls 
attention to the recent embezzlement by 
the treasurer of the state sanitarium at 
Milledgeville and the failure of the First 
national bank of Macon in which was 
deposited a large sum of money belonging 
to the Academy for the Blind. 

“We herewith submit a bill providing 
for a state auditor of accounts and defin- 
ing hig duties and we earnestly urge that 
it be given immediate and earnest consid- 
eration. Our investigation has convinced 
us that this bill or one similar to it is ab- 
sOlutely necessary for the protection of 
the interests of the state.’’ 

It is suggested that all charitable insti- 
tutions in the state be placed under con- 
tro] of one board, the committee believing 


kept, and this should be required by law. 
The custom Of the trustees in carrying 
forward all unexpended balances at the 
end of each vear into the account of the 
next vear is considered by the committee 
'a violation of law and without authority. 
It is held to be the duty of the officers 
lof this institution, and all others of a 
llike character. to cover into the treasury 
tal] unexpended balances at the close of 
the fiscal vear. The committee finds that 
| all accounts of special appropriations 
ihave been separately kept, and that tney 
‘all balance to a cént, but that no money 
ever appropriated for special purposes 
has been returned to the treasury, any 
balances being expended on other ac- 
counts. 

In addition to: the salary of $2,500 
'paid to the state superintendent, the com- 
imittee finds that he is allowed by the 
trustees to receive from the money ap- 
propriated for support, the table ex- 
penses of himself and family, all supplies 
being furnished to him free. ‘Ine furni- 
ture in the rooms occupied by himself 
and family ‘* also furnished out of the 
fund fur support, and fn addition to this 
servants are furnished him, and he is 
allowed for his family use the carriage 
and horses kept for the benefit and use 
of the institution, ‘The committee thinks 
that the trustees are not authorized un- 
der the law tc make this increase in the 
salary of the superintendent, and that 
this is an illegal A@lversion of the fund. 
After dealing at some length with this 
subject, the committee concludts: 

“We think his (the ‘superintendent’s) 
salary should be at least $4,000 per year, 
‘but that it should be paid (all of it) in 
money from the appropriation and noe 
part of it in supplics.” 

The committee makes the same crit- 
‘leism in reference to increased salaries 
luf the assistant physician, and says that 
| certain officers of the institution are fur- 
‘nished homes, lights and fuel at the ex- 
pense of the state, The steward and as- 
sistant steward, neither of whom live 
upon the grounds, are allowed to haul 
fue] from the institution. The committee 
recommends that this practice be dis- 
igang at once by the board of trus- 
ees. 

The committee pronounces the internal 
management of this institution and the 
care and treatment of patients ‘well 
nigh perfect.”” It is strongly recom-

All the funds with which the officers of 
the University of Georgia are chargeable 
were found to be properly accounted for, 
and the funds of the university well in- 
vested in securities of different kinds. 
The committee thinks that these securif- 
ties should be deposited in the state 
treasury instead of the safety deposit 
vaults in Athens. 

The trustees of the university are crit- 


‘ieised for appropriating the $23,000 In- | 


'surance money derived from the build- 
ijng recently burned to the freplacing of 
‘this building. it being held that it should 
‘have been paid into the state treasury 
and afterwards apppropriated by act of 
the general assembly. An appropriation 
is recommended to replace the building 
known as the old college, which has 
been condemned and which is considered 
in a dangerous condition. It is urged 
‘that the many improvements. ta 
| buildings and grounds which are 
| badly needed should be made 
| a once. It is recommended that the 
ibranch colleges should be brought into 
closer touch with the university, and 
the proper accounts of all funds ex- 
pended for their benefit should be made, 
To this end the employment of a dis- 
bursing officer for all the branch col- 
leges is recommended. It is also recom- 
mended that an inventory of the prop- 
erty of the state university should be 
kept as required by law. 

The methods employed at the State 
Norma! school at Athens are commend- 
ed in every respect, and the committee 
expresses the opinion thaf it is doing a 
great work in behalf of the teachers of 
the state. 

It is urgently recommended that the 
board of trustees of the Georgia Normal 
und Industrial college at 


that.a proper system of accounts may 
be kept. The work of this school {js con- 
sidered generally satisfactory and the 
money appropriated for its support is 
properly used. 

Very little criticism is made of the 
methods employed at the North Georgia 
Agricultural college at Dahlonega. A 
smal] amount of money iS said to nave 
been diverted to purposes other than to 
which it was appropriated, namely, to- 
ward the construction of a building. The 
comunittee finds that this school] is ac. 
complishing a great work for the section 
‘n which it is located, and says perhaps 
no money appropriated by the state for 
educational purposes has ever been as 
well spent. 

At the Georgia School of Technology 
the committee found a strict compliance
